Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The allowable subject matter of the sister 
application (issued as US Patent #7,216,102) comprised the bidding/auctioning of customer lists to dealers, along with the use of 
propensity, timing, and early termination models, and providing financing for the product dealers. The claims of the instant invention 
comprise the same propensity, timing and early termination models, along with providing financing, and providing the customer lead list to 
dealers. However, the instant invention contains limitations not found in the allowed sister '102 patent, such as the use of activation and 
cross-selling models. The instant invention also provides the customer lead list to dealers, instead of auctioning it off, as is the case with 
the '102 patent. Thus, the Examiner does not deem the instant application to include all of the allowable subject matter of the '102 patent.. 
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
